This  individual  has  been  uncooperative  and  Sergeant  Geaney  advised  that  he  has 
verbally  challenged  officers  and  failed  to  cooperate  with  them  on  many  occasions.  He  is  also  blocking  a  gas  meter  causing  obstruction 
and  officers  received  information  that  he  may  have  a  rifle  in  his  tent. 


Today  Schrader  OT  officers  responded  to  a  radio  call  of  a  Battery  investigation.  The  officers  learned  that  two  individuals  that  reside 
in  Schrader  got  into  a  verbal  dispute  regarding  spilled  milk,  this  dispute  resulted  in  a  battery  and  both  parties  refused  a  Private 
Persons  arrest.
